the hospital authorities are carefully 
'valching every symptom that is man- 
ifest. 


In the meantime Siegle is behind, 


the doors of a strong cell at the city 
prison, awaiting the 'battle

medical authorities that 
may send 


him to the chair if their skill fails to 
cope with the terrible injuries o-f the 
wounded man. 


Meek was attacked by Siegle, whiio 


'Fritz" or "Dutch," as he is called, 
was in a drunken rage. Sdegle has a 
powerful blow as has been demon- 
strated on several occasions, and 
when he finished with Meek the lat- 
ter Tvas in terrible shape. Three ribs 
were crushed in and his skull is prob- 
ably fractured from 'the blows of the 
frantic Siegle.
